be  introduced  in  evidence  and  copies  of  such  excerpts  only, 
to  be  served  upon  Counsel  for  the  accused,  and 

The  Tribunal  being  fully  advised  in  the 
premises,  it  is  the  decision  of  a  majority  of  the  Justices 
of  the  Tribunal,  and 

ORDERED*  That  the  application  as  to  each 
of  the  seven  numbered  paragraphs  be  granted;  with  the 
modification  that  all  the  original  principal  documents 
must  be  recorded  and  available  in  the  Registry  of  the 
Tribunal  in  ample  time  to  enable  Counsel  for  the  Defense 
to  peruse  them.
